Orders nov. being taken for early 
wheat shipments, Turkey and Cacho 
Slovakia exporting wheat.

4 BIT OF EAN LY HISTORY ON 
BOGSTIE’S IMPLEMENT 
WAREHOUSE, 


During the past week so much dis- 
cussion has taken place as to when 
the Bogstie implement building was 
built wie have locked up back numbers 
of The Call. Work was started at the 
end of May 1911. It was called Glei- 
chen Young People’s Institute and 
was located where the residence of P. 
Rishaug now stands. In 1914 J. O. 
Bogstie bought the building and be- 
tween Christmas and New Years’ of 
that year moved it to the site it n.w 
occupies, 

The first patron the hall had was 
Senator Magrath who delivered a 
political speech there on September 
14, 1911, 

A little history of the place may not 
be cut of place here. The Call of 
June 1, 1911 says in part: 

On Friday last an energetic “bee” 
of workers assembled on the site of 
the Gleichen Young People’s Insti- 
tute and in a mannér worthy of the 
best efforts of a lusty big-boned 
navvy they assailed the task of ex- 
cavating a 80 feet by 20 feet cellar, 
and in a praiseworthy style almost 
completed the task, which was carried 
out by a fresh “bee’’ on Saturday, 
It was truly an enervating sight to 
watch Rev. Rannie driving a team 
and scraper and the Rey. Mitten guid- 
ing the handles of that cumbersome 
implement, and Dir, McIntyre steer- 
ing the destiny of the plow. Though 
not being educated at college to this 
art, yet, with the aid of those who 
had experience, they, exemplified the 
fact “that where there is a will thera 
is a way.” So began, successfully, 
the first solid step towards the build- 
ing.

SUMMER SCHOOL IN FINE 
ART DESIGN 


The Provincial Institute of Tech- 
nology and Art will conduct a sum- 
mer School in fine art design at Banff 
from August 2nd to August 27th in 
co-operation with the Extension De- 
partment of the University of Al- 
berta and with the financial assist- 
ance of the Carnegie Foundation of 
New York. It is desirous to make 
this facility known and available to 
as many persons in the province as 
have apitude in this subject and with 
this in view fees are merely nominal.. 
To encourage those who would profit, 
the committee in charge will offer te 
the person in each of the districts 
wholtakes the best drawing or paint- 
ing within the district according to 
the rules, a scholarship to the value 
vf $10 as payment of fees for tution 
at the summer school. It is hoped that 
many will avail themselves of this op- 


' portunity and participate in this con- 


test. Scholarships will be available 
fer Gleichen and many districts in Al- 
berta, 

The competition will be open to 
any person over sixteen years of age 
residing within the general area in- 
cluding and adjoining the place nam- 
ed, who will be classified as belong- 
ing to this district. A scholarship 
will be available for each district 
named. Any subject from landscape, 
still-life, or life, may be chosen as 
the subject for the picture submitted. 
Pencil, pen, charcoal, pastel, crayon, 
watercolor, or oil, may be used as 
a medium in making the picture. 

This competition is not restricted 
to young people or to those attending 
school, The school was primarily in- 
stituted to be of major interest to per- 
sons over sixteen years of age with 
apitude in art, especially landscape 
art. The scholarship will be valued at 
$10, A fee of $1 will be collected from 
all who: attend as a general social fee 
to make a fund fcr social purposes 
among the group. Any persen in- 
terested in art will be eligible to at- 
tend these classes on payment of the 
regular fee.

Today the popularity of smoked 
fish has spread everywhere and the 
appetite for this delicacy has founded 
Canadian organizations of interna- 
tional repute, some of which have 
been established for a oentury and 
more. i 

The Canadian climate has been 
found ideal for the production of 
this delicacy and other cured fish 
and today the Dominion holds a fore- 
most place in werld trade in the ex- 
port of dried, smoked, and pickled 
fish.

DIM CAR LIGHTS 


Important changes in the Vehicles 
and Highway- Traffic Act, which are 
of interest to all motorists and others 
using the highways <f this province, 
are provided for in the amending bill 
introduced in the legislature. 


Probably the section of greatest in- 
terest is that which makes it compul- 
sory for headlights on motor vehicles 
to be dimmed or dropped. This must 
be done at a distance of not less than 
350 feet. 

It is recalled that in recent months 
strong protests have been expressed 
at meetings cver the menace of glare 
headlights and the danger of serious 
accidents. 

Another section of the Dill re- 
quires cycles to be equipped with a 
lighted headlanp and a lighted tail 
light or rear reflector when being 
ridden on a highway at night. | 


The bill also contains another ‘m- 
portant section which! provides that 
all motor vehicles shall be equipped 
with adequate brakes. Standards of ' 
‘adequacy are prescribed while police | 
officers may inpect brakes of any ve- | 
hicle operating on a highway and may 
order it to be brought to a brake ade- 
quacy forthwith, ; 

Another section makes necessary 
the reporting to a peace officer of all 
accidents in which a invtor vehicle is 
involved, if any injury to persons or 
property is caused by the accident.

The mere fact that recognition is given to the existence of complaints 
is half the battle and engenders a reasonable hope that solutions of some 
of the major problems are to be found within a reasonable time. | 

The following’ extract from one of his interviews shows that Major 
Murray has put his finger on some of the chief causes of annoyance to 
Western Canadian radio users: 

“Major Murray expressed great interest in the difficulties of Western 
Canadian listeners to obtain their favorite United States programs through 
‘blanketing’ of the southern stations by Canadian ones. He hoped a new 
allotment of wave lengths would follow, with special benefit to Canada, from | 
the world conference on wave lengths to be held in Cairo in 1938. That 
conference likely would be preceded by regional conferences. 

“Despite the existing wave length agreement between Canada and the 
United States, no agreement existed with Mexico and considerable difficulty 
was noted from that quarter, The C.B.C. manager also expressed his aware- 
ness of the difficulty of local listeners obtaining their favorite Canadian 
programs because of local programs by stations in their area. 

“Major Murray said the average radio listener wanted variety with a 
fair measure of better class music. 

“He announced the intention of the C.B.C, to take part in a scheme 
of exchanging producers within the Empire and with the United States. He 
mentioned particularly proposed exchanges between the C.B.C,, B.B.C, and 
N.B.C. It was wise, he felt, for Canadian program producers to widen their 
experience through visits to other countiies and to let Canadians know what | 
was being done elsewhere.’’ 

While the points mentioned by Major Murray do not by any means 
cover the entire ground, the very fact that he is quickly assimilating the 


causes of difficulties and objections in the west, is to say the least encourag- | 


ing and his attitude indicates that he is anxious and willing to meet the 
wishes of the western audience, insofar as it may be feasible.

Move Alienates Sweden 


Hitler’s Decision About Nobel Prizes 
Sweeps Away Good Feeling 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler's decision 
forbidding Germans to accept Nobel 
prizes in the future created a more 
unfavorable impression in Sweden 
than anything that has happened in 
Germany since the “purge’’ of June, 
1934, By a stroke of the pen Hitler 
has swept away most of the good-will 
toward Germany built up by Dr, 
Joseph Goebbels’ propaganda depart- 

ment in the last few years, 

The official German explanation is 
scorned and it is said that the mere 
fact that the Nazi government has 
taken this decision shows that it 
realizes that the prizes still consti- 
tute an important link between Ger- 
many and the outside world, 

Even during the World War the 
work of the Swedish Nobel Commit- 
tee, which’ awards the prizes for 
physics, chemistry, medicine and 
literature, was not interrupted, and 
Swedes remember with pride that 
they did more than any other peo- 
ple to prevent the world of science 
being submerged in the hatreds and 
suspicions of the Great War. Be- 
tween 1914 and 1918 the physics 
prize twice was awarded to Germans 
and twice to Britons and in the 
same period the chemistry prize was 
awarded to a German, Briton and 
American, 

Since 1901, when the first prize 
was awarded, nearly a quarter of all 
the prizes have gone to Germany. 


Build Planes In Canada 


Big Boost To Canadian Aircraft In- 
dustry Is Anticipated 

A big boost in the Canadian air- 
craft manufacturing industry is an- 
ticipated shortly as it is understood 
that if the Royal Canadian Air 
Force estimates are approved orders 
for airplanes will be placed wholly 
in this country. At present the Gov- 
ernment plans to purchase more than 
100 airplanes of various types. Bri- 
tish designed aircraft will be built 
under license in Canada. 

With British airplane factories 
working overtime to meet the un- 
precedented demand for fighting air- 
craft to place Great Britain on a 
parity with continental powers, firms 
in the British Isles are not in a posi- 
tion to accept orders from this side.

Canadians Best Arctic Fliers 


Thinks They Are Well- 
Trained For Work 


Future Antarctic expeditions will 
recruit their pilots in growing num- 
bers from the ranks of Canada's 
hardy northland airmen, it is pre- 
dicted by Alan Kenneth Innes-Taylor, 
famed Canadian explorer, who twice 
accompanied Richard E. Byrd on his- 
toric journeys to Little America. 

Constant training of Canadian 
pilots in cold-weather flying equips 
them superbly for the arduous work 
of South Pole exploration, Innes-Tay- 
lor said in Edmonton, on his way to 
Juneau, Alaska, in the course of an 
extensive biological survey. 

Forced to fend for themselves in 
in_mense wildernesses, pilots flying in 
northern Canada develop great re- 
sourcefulness in addition to hardi- 
hood and complete technical mastery 
of their machines, the explorer said. 
For five years Mr. Innes-Taylor was 
with the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police stationed on the Western Arc- 
tic. 

Innes-Taylor, who along with sev- 
eral other members of the last Byrd 
expedition, will receive shortly the 
coveted Congressional Medal of 
Honor for conspicuous contribution 
toward scientific knowledge of the 
earth’s far places, spoke enthusiastic- 
ally of the disinterested scientific 
motive which he said impels Byrd 
and similar men to carry out their 
arduous explorations. 

“My own salary as a member of 
the last expedition, 1933 to 1935, was 
$1 a year,” he said.

Says Something Should Be Done To 

Combat Growing Insanity Rate 

Improvement of the “human stock” 
to combat the growing insanity rate 
is a problem which must soon be 
faced, Dr. R, C. Wallace, principal 
of Queen’s University, Kingston, 
Ont., told the local Teachers’ Insti- 
tute at Ottawa. 

‘It was a delicate and difficult 
problem,” he said. “We do not un- 
derstand yet the laws of heredity. 
There are throwbacks we cannot con- 
trol. At the same time the little 
which can be done must he done if 
we are not to be submerged in this 
problem. 

‘It may be for our children to see) 
the solution of such problems, All 
we can do is go forward courageous- 
ly, The important thing is to have 
our faces in the right direction” 

Dr. Wallace suggested a confer- 
ence on human life. Man had made 
remarkable progress in understand- 
ing natural phenomena but he under- 
stood very little of himself, he said. 


A ‘Non-Magnetic Ship 


Vessel For Scientists Will Carry 
Very Sensitive Instruments 


For the study of sea phenomena! ~ 


the most expensive ship of her size 
ever built is taking on equipment in 
a corner of the East India Dock, 
London. The Research, as she will) 
be called, will be only 650 tons, but 
will cost nearly $500,000. She will 
sail the oceans with a crew of scien- 
tists who will investigate magnetic 
phenomena, The Research will be en- 
tirely non-magnetic, so that nothing 
will disturb the sensitive instruments 
on board, The hull is mainly of teak, 
with brass and bronze in place of iron 
and steel. The ship has bronze and 
other non-magnetic alloys. Even the 
cooking stoves will be of bronze, the 
buttons on the sailors clothes and the 
rivets in their boots will be of bone 
or wood, and the cutlery will be non- 
magnetic,
